m ite and blow up the jail, lynch the 
sheriff and all his deputies; th a t Clay 
Biddle threw innum erable rocks tlirough 
the w indows of th e resident portion of the 
.jail.

taliation and vengeance, such as has been 
demanded by Russia of Turkey for a sim ­ 
ilar cause.

The vice consul’s nam e Is W illiam C. 
Magels.sen. M inister Leishm an has callcd 
on the T urkish governm ent for the im­ 
m ediate punishm ent of the a.«sassins. 


The state departm ent has 
cabled 
for 
fu rth er particulars. 
M agelssen w as born 
in M innesota and appointed from tliat 
state Sept. 20, ISiKj. 
He was 30 years old, 
w as educated in the common school.« of 
M innesota and w as a student of tlie L u th ­ 
eran college of 
Decorah, 
Iowa, 
three 
years. 
F or a tim e he w as assistan t city 
assessor of Sioux F alls, S. D., and asso­ 
ciate editor of the Echo, publiishcd there. 


No additional inform ation was obtained 
a t the sta te departm ent during the day. 
As yet no request lias been m ade of the 
navy 
departm ent 
th a t 
the 
European 
squadron be sent tp the ea.st and none will 
be until they ascertain disposition of the 
Turkisli governm ent not -o com ply with 
the dem ands of the sta te departm ent for 
im m ediate apprehen.sion and punishm ent 
of thè m urderer and of local authorities if 
they were negligent. 


In the absence of particulars no m otive 
can be asserted for the crim e and the 
state departm ent had no m eans of sug­ 
gesting a theory as to why tlie vice con­ 
sul should have been killed. 
T here have 
been no com plaints about him or his work. 
The m eagre cablegram conveyed 
last 
night gave no suggestion of the cauise. 
A lthough a copy of the dispatch from 
Leishm an w as sent toj the navy d ep art­ 
m ent not a request w as m ade to the E u ­ 
ropean squadron to, the eastern M editer­ 
ranean, but the navy departm eht an tici­ 
pating .such an em ergency m ight occur 
csbled'A dm iral Cotton to haix* the squad­ 
ron in readiness for sailing if . i t w as 
deemed necessary. The president w as in ­ 
form ed lm m ec|iatel3' of the assassination; 
also of the steps taken by the. sta te de­ 
partm ent, 
ad M U RD ER 
P ro m p t and vigorous action is being 
taken by the U nited S tates governm ent to 
secure punishm ent of those persons im pli­ 
cated in the as.sas.sinatlbn of Vice Consul 
M agelssen a t B eirut, Syria, Sunday last. 
Leishm an, a t Constantinople, w ho report­ 
ed the fact to the state departm ent, has 
been in stru cted to dem and a thorough in­ 
vestigation and punishm ent of those in­ 
volved and the E uropean squadron, con­ 
sisting of three w arships, h as been order­ 
ed to proceed im m ediately to B eirut to 
support the dem and of the U nited S tates 
m inister should this be found necessary. 


This latter measure 
w as 
determined 
upon as the result of conferences held 
over telegraph and telephone wires be­ 
tween officials here with the president at 
Oyster Bay. The latter felt that no \lm e 
should be lost In dispatching Admiral Cot­ 
ton's squadron to Turkish waters and he 
gave instruction 
to 
A cting Secretary 
DarHng that immediate orders be given 
éottoh to proceed at otice. 
The presi­ 
dent’s determination to lose no time in 
getting the. squadron to Beirut was also 
due in part to information received by 
Acting Secretary Loomis of the state de­ 
partment to night from the president of 
the board of m issions a t Boston, indicat­ 
ing that an attem pt liad been made to 
burn the Eupherates college building at 
arHpol. Loomis to night cabled Minister 
Leishman to make immediate demands 
on the porte to take adéquate measures 
for the protection of all Americans at 
Beirut and to prevent an attack on the 
college. Cotton, who was directed to hold 
his squadron in readiness to proceed at a 
moment’s ntoice, cabled the department 
from Nice, France, as follows: 


“The Machias is at Genoa for coal. The 
Brooklyn has seven days and San Fran­ 
cisco six and a half days coal at ten 
knots. Cannot exceed that speed with the 
Machias. If the squadron Is going w est it 
should coal at Marseilles, If

at 
Genoa.”

form of combine and everybody seem s to 
be a com biner. Com petition th a t still re­ 
m ains i.s fast disappearing. W orkm en are 
,refusing to compote for jobs. Labor unions 
arc enlarging the sphereof tlieir activity 
and extending their operations. 
Union ot 
em ployers is still stronger and m ore far 
reaching than union of w orkm en. 
"We 
are now' having com bines of com panies.” 
The report here considers in detail or­ 
ganization of various com bines and sug­ 
gests th a t w ithin the nèxt ten years some 
one will arise who “ will com bine into 'o n e 
organization al llndustriea of the land, so 
the w orkm an who w orks for w ages can 
find but one po.ssible em ployer and one 
purch iser of w ire s and b u t ont possible 
dealer. ■ and declares steps tow ard th is 
arc aireaoy more than half taken. 


“ A monopoly Is econom ically desirable; 
th a t is, for the m onopolist,” say^ the re­ 
port. 
“The S tandard Oil com pany Is eco­ 
nom ically folly, for it pays 40 per cent 
dividends. 
The sugar tru st is economi­ 
cally correct, for w'hereas Individuici su­ 
g a r refiners lost money on sm all capltalll-. 
zation the su g ar tru st pays big dividends 
on large capitalization. 
R ailroad com-l 
bines are econom ically Improbable, for 
they pay.” 


The report says the law of supply and 
dem and cannot be relied upon to lim it 
the grow th of com bines and if they are 
undesirable lim itations m ust be put on 
them by legislatures, congress and courts. 


“The A m erican b ar m ust act, the A m eri­ 
can B ar association m ust take the lead,^’ 
declares the report. As rem edies th e com­ 
m ittee suggests: 


F irst—We can tax them to death, orj 
If th a t is too radical a rem edy, we can 
tax them untlu their grow th and enlarge-, 
m ent is im pared. To avoid constitutional 
retiuirem erit th a t direct taxes be uniform 
the report suggests a franchise tax be im ­ 
posed by sta te s uiw n corporations a t the 
tim e of their incorporation. 


"S ccond-\V e can compel thém to render 
better and cheaper service.” 
I t Is sug­ 
gested th a t a U nited S tates sta tu e be en-, 
aced requiring “any corporation engaged 
in in te rstate com m erce to reduce its rates 
5<) per cent to each point w here compe? 
tition h as bene prevented b.v a combine, 
a m erger, common control of agreem ents.’ 
The report says congre.ss has power to 
m ake such enactm ent. 


“T hird—If necessarj' 
the sta te itself 
can enter the Industrial field as prodcer 
and restore force of com petlton to its 
form er suprem acy by building itself a 
com petitors of g rea t tru sts.’’ 


R eading of the report w as follow’ed by 
a resolutions by Mr. Busby, of N orth Car-r 
olina, th a t the report be received and filed 
because It did not express the association’s 
view.s. 


A substitute for the report was offered 
by W ; L. Royal, of Virginia, the essen­ 
tial Ideas of which were that Injury done 
by trusts was through real competlton; 
that Is, giving away of goods to destroy 
weak rivals, or by selling goods 1k ‘1o w cost 
for the same purpose. Stop this, he said^ 
and' the trust’s power for evil Is ended. 
H is remedy w as that "congress pass law^ 
arid establish a corporation commission 
in each state and territory having com}- 
plete power on complaint of any i>ersoh 
that his rival Is trading dishonestly by 
giving away his goodos or .selling them 
below cost, for the purpose, of déstroying 
competition to fine the offending corpora­ 
tion to such an extent as^^will make It 
offer its goods for sale In fact, instead oif 
in pretense, if it chooses to enter Into 
trade.”

Nearly 100 state officers 
were present, and as the governor had 
suggested, each officer came accom 
panicd by some recognized política 
factor from the rcsi^ctive counties 
The assemblage, therefore, numbered 
nearly 200, with seventy-six counticg 
represented. 
VATES ADMINISTRATION REVIEW ED 


Thus Governor Yates was enabled 
to scan the gubernatorial situation al 
a glance. He was assured that there 
was no formidable opposition to him 
and with the unequivocal assurances 
of yestercjay and advices received al 
other conferences, has dètermâned 
to seek re-election. 
In his address 
which was listened to with intense 
interest and * which elicited almost 
constant applause. Governor YatcF 
carefully icviewed his administratior 
from economical, humanitarian and 
executive stand^ints, and invitt»d tlu 
'closest scrutiny of his official carecí 
from a standpoint of honesty, consci 
entions endeavor and tangible results 
For an hour and a half the gov­ 
ernor held the attention of his guests 
who were particularly enthusiastic 
when he branded as a base fabrica'^ 
tion the statement made in certa it 
publicatidns that President Koosevell 
though Senator Albert J. Hopkins oi 
others, had advised him not to be s 
candidate for governor.

Otherwise known as symptomatic 
.anthrax« black quarter, quarter evil, 
"carbuncular fever, etc., black-leg is 
at ojEice ^the most prevalent and most 
fatal disease with which cattle are af­ 
flicted. It is an incurable disease and 
nearly all animqls attacked die. 


Black-ieff is a germ disease, the 
germs entering the body usually with 
|ood,but sometimes through scratches 
or sores. The gem » are very hardy 
and will infect a pasture for years." 
Tbey multiply very rapidly and « 
,wïole herd is soon infected from one 
.¿iiimai. 
The symptonis are swell­ 
ings or tumors, generally on the hind 
qiiarter, but commonly on tbe neck 
or other .parts of the body. 
Other 
symptoms arising from 
the same 
conditions are high fever, dullness,, 
debility, loss of api^tite and rumina­ 
tion. Sometimes the animal lies dowTi 
i>efore any swelling is noticed, and 
the disease may develop so rapidly 
that it is unable to rise, death re- 
suUing in eight to ten hours. Or it 
inay be qble to get up and walk about 
for a time, but the lameness, stiff­ 
ness and general coriditiongrow stead­ 
ily worse, until deatii occurs in two 
or three days. 


No altogether successful method of 
treating black-leg has yet been dis­ 
covered. 
Various remedies and ex­ 
pedients have been used with more 
òr less success in this vicinity as 
elsewhere, bût thè method commonly 
used now is directed toward the pre­ 
vention of the disease by vaccina­ 
tion. This means, it is said, has been 
very successfully employed for a num­ 
ber of years, arid much loss thereby: 
averted. Quite a number of the lead 
*ing stock raisers of this vicinity 
have already takeri steps to prevent 
the spread of the disease and others 
have contracted with a leading vttor- 
iiiarian for vaccination 
of their 
stock iri the near future.

Bleeding from the nose may bit 
»used by an injury, such as a violent 
blow, or sneezing too bard, or snuCln^ 
irritating substances up the nostrils, or 
tt may occur an a aympLoin of consti­ 
tutional disease. In the latter case It 
may be the resuit of any one of several 
zause3. In advanced adult life, for in­ 
stance, it sometimes means - that the 
person is suffering from Bright’s dis­ 
ease or from heart trouble, causing 
the vessels that feed the bra.n to be­ 
come overdlstendcd with blood. 


Some people suffer from noseblood 
when they climb mountains, or when 
they first go to live at a much greater 
altitude than that to which they have 
been accustomcd 
In these eases, and 
in all cases caused by overdistension 
and pressure, tb* attack of nosebleed 
is a direct effort on the part of nature 
to relieve the system, and is therefore 
a blessing in disguise, says Youth’s 
Companion. 


In young people who are ma' Sng 
,blood very fast—faster than the system 
requires—there often occur violent at­ 
tacks which must be, of course, suit­ 
ably treated, but need cause no great 
Alarm unless they prove very obstinate 
to simple 
remedies. 
This 
form of 
uosebieed will disappear as the patient 
approaches full life, and the whole sys­ 
tem finds its balance. 


Certain diseases, such as scarlet fe­ 
ver, typhoid fever, blood-poison lag and 
erysipelas, are often accompanlcd by 
attacks of nosebleed. These attacks 
are then only one of the many symp­ 
toms of a serious disorder, and as such 
would naturally be dealt with by the 
physician in attendance. 


In the ordinary cases of 
bleeding 
from the nose In children or young 
adults, very simple household remedies 
are generally all that will be needed 
It 13 only when these attacks become 
too frequent, or when enough blood is 
lost to make the sufferer white and 
weak, that more energetic measures 
will be needful. There is an old wive«' 
theory that the dropping of a large 
cold door-key down the back will stop 
nosebleed. This theory has, as usual 
U3 little germ of truth. If a door-key 
Is the biggest and coldest thing at 
hand, it would m well to U3e It in this 
way. As the virtue, however, does not 
lie In the key, but in its coldness, cold 
water compresses applied to the back 
of the neck and the forehead would 
do the wort; quicker and more scien­ 
tifically. If this has no effect, the suf­ 
ferer should lie down with the nostrils 
compressed and the arms raised above 
the head.

who have Investigated the novel idea, 
and Mr. Cohn Is busy these days or­ 
ganizing this company which is expect­ 
ed to bring more fame to Milwaukee. 


The air ship will be about sixty feet 
In length and fourteen In diameter. It 
will be propelled and steered by hu­ 
man energy and have appended to the 
balloon a sort of tricycle, on which will 
sit the men who furnish the power 
and brain» necessary to the operation 
of the great wingless flier. 


The propeller will be affixed to the 
stern of the ship, but the rudder will 
be in front This rudder will be in the 
form of a disk, as will also a pair of 
planes placed at the sides of the ma­ 
chine. The planes and rudder will all 
be kept in rapid revolution while tlie 
air ship Is in motion, and here lies the 
secret of the inventor's idea. 


His machine will weigh but a trifle 
more than the air It displaces, and it 
Is his belief that by runuing the ma­ 
chine on Its wheels along the ground 
and starting the propeller sufficient 
momentum can be attained to raise the 
slight weight from the earth. The pro­ 
peller will keep the air ship in motion, 
while the horizontal disks, tilted up­ 
ward, will raise the machine and the 
circular rudder turned either way will 
give the desired direction. But it Is ill 
the revolution of the three disks, which 
are expected to cut the air as does the 
revolving card, that the inventor pins 
his faith. 


“Just how I came to form the idea 
of attempting to solve this difficult 
and fascinating problem I cannot re­ 
member,” Mr. Cohn said to a reporter, 
but at the age of sixteen I found my­ 
self at the task of constructing a fly­ 
ing machine, and 1 assure you I was so 
engrossed in it that 1 neglected my 
meals and other boyhood pleasures on 
account of it, and even today I can 
produce the scroll saw, wood, pieces 
of cigar boxes, glue, ingeniously con­ 
structed pulleys and other parts of 
this, my first attempt of childhood’s 
fancy, which, as any one can readily 
Imagine, was patterned after the con­ 
struction of birds. Wherever the occa­ 
sion presented itself, but never neg­ 
lecting my duties, I made observations. 


Mischief led to the discovery of my 
theory. Here’s how it happened. After 
finishing a commercial course at a Spen­ 
cerian business college I secured a po­ 
sition as bookkeeper in one of Milwau­ 
kee’s leading dry goods houses. Here 
the cash boys, who were perhaps three 
or four years my junior, devoted their 
surplus energy and time to all kinds of 
youthful diversions, and among other 
things they made some wooden toy pis­ 
tols which would shoot, tiny pieces of 
cardboard by force of a trigger re­ 
leased rubber band. One day one of 
these boys tried to amuse himself by 
shooting at me. 
Although I often 
sailed stones or other flat missiles while 
at play, their action never attracted my 
attention as these tiny bits of paste­ 
board did, no doubt because J. felt quite 
a paln when one «truck me In !the face 
or on the hànds. While trying to evade 
them I noticed how gracefully and ac­ 
curately they would revolve through 
the air, and all of a sudden it flashed 
throughmy mind, *That’sJu8t the tj&Ing 
for a rudder in a flying machine/ 


After that,I secretly made experi­ 
ments with such, tiny pieces of. card­ 
board by attempting to throw them 
with all my might, but hlways failed to 
obtain ¡any such results as the toy pis­ 
tol did by ‘shooting’ them. Then I con-, 
eluded to make experiments with larger

James Haines, Sr., tells the follow­ 
ing amusing ancedotc! in the Peoria 
Journal of the early campaigning 
days of Stephen A. Douglas: 


The late Stephen A. Douglas, the 
“Little iJiant” of early days, used to 
tell of fuiniy events hapi»ening him 
on his iK>litieal campaigns.

recall: 


He then lived at Winchester, Seott 
comity. 111., and his conge.ssional dis­ 
trict embraced Alton and the Ameri­ 
can bottoms east of St. Louis. 


In mid autumn he fonnd himself 
conii>elled to stay over night at the 
cabin home of a political friend. The 
family would have been the delight of 
President Roosevelt as to numbers if 
not as to politics and otherwise. 


After a bountiful pioneer supper, 
tho jirob.able result of the congres­ 
sional race was freely discussed until 
bedtime thinned off occupants of the 
cabin of one room below lynd a loft 
above. The boys climbed the ladder 
to the loft, the elders and girls retir­ 
ing to shake-downs on the floor and 
trundle beds under the two bedsteads 
in the room. The candidate would, of 
course, occupy the best bedstead and 
sleeping outfit in one corner under 
the ladder. 
The eldest daughter, a 
yright, lively girl of 15 or 16 years,re­ 
mained up last of the family to see 
to any last wants of the retiring great 
man.
